ing the Recycling Center for 
leaves and brush as just a cou- 
ple of accomplishments to 
stand behind.

For 50 years, she was the sec- 
retary of the Gowing Family 
Association. The members of 
the association have moved to 


different last names now, but 
Christine knew all of them. The 
association still holds an annu- 
al reunion. She recently passed 
the records to Vilma Merrill 
and Andrea Houser. 

Christine moved away 40 
years ago, but Wilmington was 
always in her heart and in her 
mind 

She was born on March 6, 1918 
to Daniel Robert Carter and 
Dorothea Neilson Carter in a 
house her father built on 
Shawsheen Avenue. Robert 
Carter was to become the 
superintendent of the Highway 
Department in Wilmington. He 
was the son of William Henry 
Carter and Clara Gowing 
Carter, who had a farm on 
Shawsheen Avenue at Bridge 
Lane. William Henry Carter 
was known in town as Bill Hen 
Two, there being another per- 
son of the same name in town. 
In the family, though, he was 
Henry. 

Clara Adeline Gowing was the 
daughter of Daniel Gowing, 
who was the last lock keeper at 
the Gillis Locks on the 
Middlesex Canal. The Gillis 
Locks house still stands at the 
end of Shawsheen Avenue, next 
to the old railroad bridge. Clara 
grew up next door to that house. 

Daniel Gowing settled on Park 
Street in 1720, and the family 
had several members who 
fought in the Revolutionary 
War. Christine Allard was a 
tenth-generation descendant of 
Robert Gowing, grandfather of 
Daniel Gowing. 

Her mother was Dorothea 
Neilson, daughter of Christian 
“Pop” and Kirstine “Stina” 
Neilson, who had emigrated 
from Denmark in 1886. 

Christine grew up at the 
Neilson farm, known as the

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Priority deadlines critical 
to future college students 


Critical dates are coming and 
going, and many prospective 
college students are completely 
unaware.

BBB Warns of Medicare 
prescription drug scams 


Beginning January 1, 2006, 
everyone with Medicare, regard- 
less of income or health status, 
has access to prescription drug 
coverage. The enrollment period 
began November 15, 2005 and 
private companies that have 
been approved by Medicare to 
provide the benefits were per- 
mitted to begin marketing their 
plans October 1, 2005 Each com- 
pany will follow Medicare guide- 
lines, but they will differ in such 
aspects as the drugs they cover, 
the costs and where the drugs 
ean be obtained. 

This benefit, while exciting for 
seniors, is also creating an 
Opportunity for scam artists 
Better Business Bureaus report 
that crooks are calling seniors, 
masquerading as ‘approved" 
providers or government offi- 
cials, and offering to sign them 
up over the telephone. Their 
goal is to wrest personal and 
financial information from 
seniors that they can use to steal 
their identities or money. 

It has been the experience of 
the BBB that: seniors have 
always been a targeted group. 
It's tragic when anyone gets 


that has been provided to every 
senior citizen, The booklet 
explains in detail what prescrip-

“Legitimate providers are not 
allowed to market the drug 
plans door-to-door or via unso- 
licited e-mails.

They should be willing to 
send you information about the 
plan in the mail, and to wait to 
obtain any necessary personal 
and financial information until 
after you decide to enroll. 

*If someone calls you out of 
the blue to offer a Medicare pre- 
scription drug plan and asks for 
personal and financial informa-

Elms, which was an old 
Harnden farmhouse at the cor- 
ner of Glen Road and Harnden 
Street, near Silver Lake. Her 
maternal grandparents had 
bought the farm in 1907.

Glen Road and Main Street 
They also owned property on 
the north side of Glen Road 


where they had a large barn 
and fields of vegetables. 

The house is still standing, but 
Pop's barn was torn down about 
five years ago. 

They ran a summer boarding 
house, and people from the city 
would come to spend the sum: 
mer al Silver Lake. Dorothea 
Neilson and her two sisters 
worked in the house, waiting 


tables, cooking and making 
beds. The boarding house 
closed about 1923, although 


Dorothea would continue to 
host some customers who had 
become friends. In the summer, 
Pop would sell vegetables, milk 
and eggs to people coming from 
church services at Thompson's 
Grove 

The neighborhood was well- 
populated with Neilsons at that 
time. Christine! indparents 
had six children, and she grew 
up in a setting with many 
cousins. Her uncle Eddie 
Neilson, Dorothea's brother, 
and Mildred (Buck) lived in a 
house at 117 Glen Rd. with their 
three children. 

Lubbers Brook ran across the 
lower end of the property. 
Across the brook was the home 
of her grandfather's brother, 
Peter. He and his wife Caroline 
had three children, Larz, Sylvia 
and Bernice. 

Christine's parents built a 
house on the farm, facing on 
Glen Road, next to Lubbers 
Brook.

‘Terrence Malick creates yet 
another. ambitious film that is 
full of style but lacks sub- 
stance, 

The discovery of the New 
World is well-documented, but 
Malick’s script plays fast and 
loose with the facts. 

Captain Christopher 
Newport (Christopher 
Plummer) and his group of 
men arrive from England to 
the shores of America and find 
a peculiar and exotic new land 
A land abundant with fertile 
grasses and lush fruits, not to 
mention tribes of strange but 
gentle natives who have worked 
the territory for hundreds of 
years. 

Imprisoned upon arrival but 
set free to lead the men to 
explore their goldmine of a find 
is insubordinate John Smith 
(Colin Farrell), a hot-head with 
a love for the new and differ- 
ent, Resentment flows fast and 
furious as the men see Smith 
as a traitor and bristle at his 
leadership. 

Their mission is to learn the 
ways of the people and gener- 
ate peace and harmony 
between their European and 
Native American cultures. To 
that end Smith falls for the 15- 
year old princess Pocahontas 
(played by — newcomer 
Q'Orianka Kilcher). As the 
Jamestown settlement becomes 
a reality and the dueling cul- 
tures take steps towards peace, 
Smith and Pocahontas kindle a 
romance that burns hot and 
heavy 

Like any tragic romance 
this one, this one goes wrong, 
Smith struggles with his 
responsibility to the men who 
aren't adjusting well to the 
winter, finally abandoning his 
feelings for Pocahontas. 

Farrell sheds his Irish bad: 
boy in favor of a soldier of for- 
tune urgently torn between two

Pocahontas meets aristocratic 
settler John Rolfe (Christian 
Bale), who professes love and 
proposes marriage. She heads

“GLORY ROAD” 
GRADE: *** 

"Glory Road" is a good 
sports movie -- the acting is 
strong, the games are exciting, 
and despite the serious mes- 
sage about racial equality, it's 
actually pretty funny in spots. 
But, like in the movie 
‘Miracle’, I found myself get- 
ting distracted from time to 
time by "Hollywood" moments 
that didn't quite ring true, just 
to make the bad guys badder 
and the good guys better. 

A story this great doesn't 
need that kind of exaggeration 
In 1966, the NCAA men's bas- 
ketball finals weren't won by a 
powerhouse like Kentucky or 
UCLA, but by upstart Texas 
Western (now the University of 
Texas at E] Paso). What made 
the upset such a watershed 
moment in sports was that 
coach Don Haskins put a team 
of entirely African-American 
players on the floor, at a time 
when many Southern schools 
had a color barrier in place. 

What's great about Haskins, 
as played by Josh Lucas, is that 
he didn't break that unspoken 
rule in the name of social 
equality or justice, but in the 
name of winning basketball 
games. Tiny Texas Western did- 
n't have the budget to compel 
with the big schools when it 
came to recruiting players, so 
Haskins went after the talented 
African-American players the 
other schools didn't want 

In all, he brings seven 
African-American players to 
play for the Miners in E] Paso, 
including Derek Luke 
("Antwone Fisher") as show 
boating guard Bobby Joe Hill 
Damaine Radcliffe as Willie 
Cager, a top scorer who is hid: 
ing a serious heart ailment 
and Schin AS, K as the 


aloof all-star center David 
Lattin. 
Haskins’ decision draws 


some raised eyebrows among 
local boosters and the white 
players on his team. But for the 
most part, the culture clash is 
mostly played for comic 
moments early on, particularly 
as the players get used to Tex.

The film almost seems to be 
in a hurry to get through the 
usual scenes of the ultra- 
authoritarian Haskins whipping 
his undisciplined recruits into a 
cohesive team.

It's when the Miners start

“One Wakefield police offi 
cer has been recognized for 
his actions which have aided 
a local man who was found 
eating out of a dumpster in 
downtown Wakefield,” notes 
the Wakefield edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“It all started when a 
Wakefield police officer (who 
wished to remain anony 
mous) was called to a Main 
Street drug store to speak 
with an employee. The 
woman expressed her con 
cerns for a man who had 
been seen eating out of a 
nearby dumpster on several 


The concerned drug store 
employee provided the offi 
cer with a description of the 
man, and based on this infor 
mation, police were able to 
identify the man, said to be 
disabled and in his late 30's. 
“As the result of a conver 
sation with the man, the offi 
cer was able to ascertain 
that the man had been forced 
to start eating out of a trash 
dumpster because he had no 
money for food and the 
recent snowstorm had pre- 
vented him from getting food 
from an area food pantry 
“After hearing this, the 
officer did something that 
police officers don’t often do 
he gave the man a $10 bill 
on the condition that he 
would spend the money to 
purchase food. 
“But the police officer's 
kindness didn’t stop here. A 
bit of research revealed that

self in a Wakefield apart- 
ment, had slipped through 
the cracks. After contacting

“The proposed school bud- 
get for next year may include 
requests for more than 14 
new positions, if the superin- 
tendent has his way,” notes 
the “North Reading 
Transcript.” 

“Superintendent Dr. David 
Troughton presented to the 
School Committee his 
staffing recommendations 
for the 2006-2007 school year, 
to deal with steadily increas- 
ing enrollments in the town's 
schools. 

“The recommendations 
include a total of 14.7 new 
positions; no dollar amounts 
were attached to this propos- 
al. The staffing recommen- 
dation calls for 9.2 new 
teachers, 6.2 of which are 
proposed for the middle and 
high schools. 


“The 9.2 teaching posi- 
tions proposed are: one ele- 
mentary classroom teacher 
to be assigned to Grade 1 at 
the Batchelder School; two 
academic teachers for the 
Middle School to reduce 
class sizes in Math, 
Language, Arts, Science and 
Social Studies; two academic 
teachers at the high school to 
reduce class sizes and 
expand program offerings; a 
0.2 art teacher at the high 
school; one health teacher 
for the Middle School; one 
world languages teacher to 
be assigned to both the high 
and middle schools; one dis- 
trictwide reading teacher; 
and one teacher to work on 
inclusion with the Pupil 
Personnel Services 
Department. 

“The staffing recommen- 
dations also call for one addi- 
tional paraprofessional; 1.5 
additional custodian primari- 
ly for the new Batchelder 
School; and one technology 
technician to work dis- 
trictwide. 

“The superintendent is 
also recommending that an 
administrative position be 
added to the Central Office 


staff for the upcoming year. 
The position, called simply 
Administrative Services, is 
described as being someone 
who would coordinate 
school/community activities, 
AM/PM care, summer pro- 
grams and grant writing...”
